There  is  perhaps  a  slight  increase  in  gland 
tubercle  of  adolescents  during  tiio  year,  but  no  increase  in  lung 
tuberculosis.  The  difficulties  attending  on  supervision  of  milk 
supplies  have  been  greater  during  the  past  year  owing  to  shortage 
of  staffs. 


I  think  that  the  level  of  general  health 
in  the  community  is  so  far  being  maintained  and  that  in  spite  of  war 
shortage  in  food  stuffs  the  juvenile  and  adolescent  populations 
have  so  far  suffered  little.

Immunisation  returns  for  the  year  are  as 
follows,  over  five  but  under  15  -  86%,  under  five  -  34%.  Further 
publicity  might  be  used  to  press  for  more  co-opcration  by  parents  in 
the  case  of  children  under  fivo,  but  the  percentage  of  children  of 
school  age  Immunised  is  a  creditable  one.
